FIGHT FESTIVAL 

New Hope just can’t seem to keep its young 
from brawling at Duk Duk Daze 



D ukDukDaze has been astaple 
of New Hope summers for a 
half-century. It offers carni¬ 
val rides, an arts and crafts 
fair, and Giant Jenga. That’s 
what made it so disheartening to Duk 
Duk diehards last year when the event 
was peppered with teen brawls. 

This year, the Duk Duk homepage 
promised changes. There would be only 
two secure points of entry, and security 
throughout. “Those belligerent to the 
rules” would be “promptly asked to leave 
by security.” 

There were some complaints about 
the changes to the festival. A few patrons 
tweeted out about “no cops at duk duk 
daze,” and “we can’t have duk duk daze 
or any other carnival for free no more 
since mfs want to fight n shit.” But there 
were hopes it would at least keep things 
safe this year. 


Cut to Saturday. A series of fights broke 
out that afternoon. Attendees posted on 
the Duk Duk Daze Facebook page that 
there was “absolute chaos, fights every¬ 
where,” “loud, pushy teens and adults,” 
and “teenagers wearing what looked like 
bulletproof vests.” 

It’s probably best to take the bulletproof 
vest thing with a grain of salt. But RARE 
11 reported that there were “30 badged 
officers and community services officers 
deployed, and it wasn’t enough to keep 
things under control.” 

“I don’t know why they were fighting,” 
New Hope Police Captain Scott Slawson 
says. “A lot of times, we don’t get real 
answers about these things.” 

Slawson received no reports of anyone 
getting hurt. But the fireworks show was 
moved up an hour. Festivalgoers were 
turned away “immediately after 9:30 p.m.” 
so the event could close early. Facebook 


commenters said they were “escorted out” 
and that some “little punks” had “ruin[ed] 
the event for everyone.” 

Police ended up citing 10 people—mostly 
teens—with disorderly conduct. 

Duk Duk Daze returned on Sunday with 
bingo, a petting zoo, and Frankie’s Pizza 
Eating Contest. But it didn’t stop people 
from speculating about what next year 
would look like—“curfews,” “wristbands,” 


and even barring access to unaccompa¬ 
nied minors. 

Yet patrons begged fellow residents not to 
give up. “All of us were sad and disappointed, 
but vowing to never attend again and not 
allowing this year to be financially successfiil 
could well be the nail in the coffin for this 
event,” one Facebook user commented. “I 
choose to not allow these teens to ruin this 
eventfor my community.” -hannah jones

A downtown land spat 


I n the middle of North Robert 
Street in downtown St. Paul, a 
6,000-square-foot plaza sits in the 
shadow of the U.S. Bank Center, 
behind a bus stop. Left over from 
1960s-era redevelopment of the 
block, it’s since become an eyesore, 
home to a forlorn fountain and a tribe 
of pigeons. 

St. Paul’s public housing authority 
owned 375 N. Robert Street, but had no 
use for it. The parcel was unbuildable 
because adjacent buildings’ overhangs 
poked into its airspace. The city’s only 
hope was to transfer it into private hands, 
where it could at least generate some taxes. 

Ramsey County valued the property 
at $326,400. It was still a hardy chunk of 
downtown with potential for some imagi¬ 
native revenue scheme in the hands of 
the right capitalist. The city begged to 
differ. Its appraisal produced a clearance 
price of $30,000. 

In the fall of 2017, Madison Equities, a 
major St. Paul real estate corporation that 
managed all the surrounding properties, 
proposed using the plaza as a patio for 
adjoining restaurant space that had been 
empty for years. Outdoor seating could 
attract a new tenant. Madison Equities 
offered $2,500. 

Andrew Hestness of the Housing Rede¬ 
velopment Authority says city policy is to 
sell land at or above its appraised value. Yet 
sustained negotiations couldn’t persuade 
Madison Equities to improve its bid. 

Last summer, Hestness beamed a notice 
of sale through the “early notification 
system,” an antiquated listserv the city 
uses for land deals initiated by unsolicited 
offers. The city, he announced, would give 
Madison Equities a $27,500 write-down. 

The notice wound up in real estate 
developer John Mannillo’s inbox. He 
owned several downtown buildings in 
decades past, but now filled his days work¬ 
ing with a litany of neighborhood commit¬ 
tees, including the government watchdog 
group St. Paul Strong. It annoyed him to 
see Madison Equities chisel 90 percent 
of the value from a slice of public land. 

He accused the Housing Redevelopment 
Authority of being a poor steward of the 
people’s property. The city challenged 
Mannillo to vote with his own dollars 
if he so believed in the plaza’s potential. 

Feeling confrontational, he bid the 
full $30,000, piecing together a plan 
to renovate the plaza into a food truck 
court. Downtown suffered from a dearth 
of good ice cream, he argued, hoping to 
force Madison Equities’ hand. 

“It just irritates me—because I’m a St. 
Paul person, I live here, I pay taxes here, 
my career has been here—to see the city 
mismanaged,” he says. “Downtown is 
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struggling. Why are we getting ourselves 
constantly into a worse situation?” 

To Mannillo, 375 N. Robert St. was a 
microcosm of systemic threats keeping St. 
Paul down—the perpetual underestima¬ 
tion of its assets, and the bottom feeders 
doing business on the cheap with little 
consideration for the city’s health. 

Suddenly faced with competing offers 
for what was supposed to be a throwaway 
parcel, the city retreated to mull its options.

Undervalued, underrated, 
overlooked 


P owerhouses Ecolab, Securian, and 
Travelers all call downtown St. 
Paul home. But a truer barom¬ 
eter for corporate investment is 
the rental office market, which reflects 
persistent kinks in the capital city’s eco¬ 
nomic engine. 

St. Paul’s total universe of competitive 
office space is shrinking. Since2005, it’s shed 
1.3 million square feet due to tear-downs 
and conversions to other uses, such as hous¬ 
ing. Meanwhile, downtown’s newest office 
building is Infor Commons, built in 1999. 

Despite diminishing supply, office 
vacancies hover stubbornly around 20 
percent—one of the highest rates in the 


metro. Its rental prices, when adjusted 
for inflation, are decreasing. That these 
depressed statistics have persisted in 
today’s piping hot market is cause for 
self-reflection, says Julie Bauch of the 
real estate Arm Bauch Enterprises, past 
chair of the Building Owners and Managers 
Association. St. Paul should be benefit¬ 
ing from the business activity transpiring 
elsewhere in the metro, pumped by low 
interest rates and full employment. 


Across the river, Minneapolis is deliver- 
ingnew offices and tradingtowers, gaining 
more than 1 million square feet in the past 
five years. Suburban businesses gravitate 
to downtown’s fitness centers, rooftop 
patios, and co-working spaces. Farmers 
markets and food trucks pull feet to the 
street. The Downtown Improvement 
District employs a brigade of friendly 
ambassadors keeping sidewalks clean 
and visitors oriented. 


Lee Krueger, president of the St. Paul 
Port Authority, agovernment development 
agency, views Minneapolis and St. Paul 
to be more fraternal than identical twins, 
fundamentally incomparable. Whereas 
Minneapolis has pursued ruthless rede¬ 
velopment strategies to sometimes aes¬ 
thetically questionable ends, St. Paul has 
preserved more of its classic buildings. 

Yet that’s created some critical obstacles 
to attracting the same level of investment. 


Krueger says. Much of St. Paul’s aging 
stock is structurally obsolete. Growing 
businesses seek larger footprints than it 
has to offer. 

As agovernment town, St. Paul also hosts 
state agencies prioritizing rock-bottom 
rents over modernity or environmental 
design. 

And despite St. Paul’s old-world feel, 
glittering music halls, relative affordability, 
and some of the best hole-in-the wall and 


luxury dining in the Twin Cities, Min¬ 
neapolis poses formidable allure. 

‘'Employers and businesses want to go 
where their employees want to be, and 
people want to work in Minneapolis,” 
says Pete DuFour, VP of office leasing 
at Colliers International, who’s noticed 
that much real estate activity in St. Paul 
consists of tenants shuffling from one 
building to another, rather than bring¬ 
ing in new business from afar. 

“If you’re 24 years old, getting out of 
college, it’s more fun and cool to go work 
in Minneapolis than St. Paul.”

A bedroom beyond the river 


T o offset the scarcity of interested 
tenants, many downtown office 
buildings are being retrofitted as 
apartments. 

Urban planning groups such as the 
International Downtown Association 
say 10 percent of St. Paul’s total popula¬ 
tion—or 30,000 people—should reside 
downtown. About 10,000 currently do, 
a sign of unmet potential. 

The broker community generally agrees 
there’s no better fate for bygone buildings 
with little commercial interest. The old 
post office and the original Pioneer Press

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newsroom are living distinctive second 
lives as trendy apartments. Several others 
have followed suit with conversions of 
varying intention and success. 

Developers are scrambling to meet the 
Twin Cities’ insatiable housing demand, 
says Mike Zipko, who manages public 
affairs for developers. “The market has got 
a greater demand for residential right now, 
unfortunately, than commercial space.” 

Which comes at a cost. 

The state taxes residential space at just 
half the rate of commercial per dollar of 
value, says Mark Haveman of the Min¬ 
nesota Center for Fiscal Excellence, a gov¬ 
ernment spending researcher. That means 
residential conversions reduce funding 
for city services and schools. 

In 2016, the Minnesota Supreme Court 
gutted one of St. Paul’s vital revenue 
streams when it ruled the city’s practice 
of charging downtown churches street 
maintenance fees was unconstitutional. 

The city argued nonprofits should help 
pay for the same roads and services every¬ 
body uses—especially in a town where 
one-third of properties are tax-exempt—to 
no avail. 

Moreover, policy think tank Citizens 
League studied the long-held claim that 
St. Paul was overburdened with nonprofits 
and found it untrue. It has no more than 
Minneapolis or Duluth. Still, its remain¬ 
ing tax base isn’t as productive due to its 
residential-commercial blend, forcing the 
city to work two to three times harder, 
Haveman says. 

The Local Government Aid program is 
another measure of prosperity. Each year, 
the Twin Cities collectively pay more than 
$2 billion in state taxes, intensely subsi¬ 
dizing the rural reaches of Minnesota. A 
portion of that returns to Minneapolis 
and St. Paul. 

According to a complex Department 
of Revenue formula, Minneapolis has a

greater “need” for services than St. Paul 
because more of its homes were built 
prior to 1940, and more suburban com¬ 
muters use its roads. Yet the state gives 
St. Paul more than 10 percent of its taxes 
back, while Minneapolis receives only 5.6 
percent. Minneapolis, with its booming 
development and density of jobs, is calcu- 
lably more capable of taking care of itself. 

The confluence of these trends—years 
of stagnation in outside investment, lost 
office space, and diminishing tax capac¬ 
ity—is driving St. Paul into an economic 
bind, says Jack Hoeschler, a developer 
and lawyer who represented churches 
in their lawsuit against the city. 

He points to the housing conversions 
in Lowertown, which is “terrific from a 
downtown vitality point of view.” Yet the 
economic impact on the city and public is 
to actually reduce the tax-pa 5 dng capacity 
of that property, he says. 

“Indeed, there is recognition that St. Paul 
is a large neighborhood east of downtown 
Minneapolis.” 

IV. 

The man who owns St. Paul 


S t. Paul faces another peculiar 
challenge. There’s just one major 
landlord downtown: 75-year-old 
Jim Crockarell of Madison Equi¬ 
ties. By purchasing property when it falls 
on hard times, he’s amassed an empire of 
18 buildings spanning 3 million square feet. 

The crown jewels of Madison Equities’ 
portfolio are also St. Paul’s most iconic 
buildings: U.S. Bank Center, the Alliance 
Bank Building, and the First National Bank 
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Tower with its gleaming ‘1st” sign. Under 
Crockarell’s management, these buildings 
advertise some of the lowest rental rates 
in town, according to the Building Own¬ 
ers and Managers Association’s annual 
surveys. It’s a point of contention among 
competing landlords trying to maintain 
a certain standard of value. 

Lately, Crockarell has been trying to 
answer the clarion call of residential 
conversion. Several Madison Equities 
buildings, including the east tower of 
First National Bank, have been slated 
for transformation. 

“We’ll see if we get an 5 rwhere,” says 
Jim Stolpestad, founder of Exeter Group, 
who likens Crockarell to Donald Trump. 
“Some people think that Crockarell is part 
of the problem with downtown St. Paul.” 

Crockarell is building a big enough 
machine that his name has become indi¬ 


SEIU accuses Madison Equities’ con¬ 
tractor, ROC Commercial Cleaning, of 
minimizing wages in order to outbid more 
ethical companies, and skirting labor 
standards by using workers hired off the 
books by even smaller subcontractors. The 
Department of Labor, which investigates 
direct employers, hasn’t substantiated 
complaints against ROC. 

Crockarell denies the implication that 
he’s anti-union. His choices are pragmatic, 
not personal, he says. 

“We don’t have any notion of whether 
a union or a non-union company is bet¬ 
ter. We’d be very happy to have a union 
company if they could demonstrate they 
were a quality company at a very competi¬ 
tive price. So far, we just haven’t found 
that match.” 

Crockarell’s intra-family strife has also 
spilled over into business. In 2014, Madison

visible from the market. Some within the 
broker community hope he’ll embrace his 
influence and give more to special events 
like the Winter Carnival, and opt in on 
their collective efforts to keep downtown’s 
streets and parks clean. 

But so far, he seems more the traditional 
developer, focused on projects that make 
sense to him rather than the city at large, 
says the Port Authority’s Lee Krueger. “I 
would love to see him be more involved 
like some of the other St. Paul landlords 
and participate in city initiatives and par¬ 
ticipate more in, you know, the culture 
of the city.” 

At least among some, Cockarell doesn’t 
have a reputation for playing well with 
others. 

When 39-year-old Claudia Ibarra first 
heard of Madison Equities, it was 2013, 
and she was cleaning bathrooms at U.S. 
Bank Center eight hours a day. 

Rumors traveled among St. Paul’s 
cleaners as Madison Equities bought up 
buildings and replaced union workers 
with every acquisition. When the com¬ 
pany purchased U.S. Bank Center, Ibarra 
moved to First National Bank. Soon it too 
became Madison Equities’. 

Instead of a job with health care, sick 
leave, and vacation, Ibarra wound up 
on the Service Employees International 
Union’s (SEIU) layoff list, looking for jobs 
beyond St. Paul. 

“He has taken away the work of many 
people. He has sent them far from their 
homes,” Ibarra says of Cockarell. “He 
has damaged the economy of the poor.” 


Equities sued Crockarell’s son and long¬ 
time business partner, Rob Crockarell, over 
nonpa 5 mient of $100,000 father and step¬ 
mother once loaned him to buy a house. 

Rob argued there were no attempts to 
collect the debt for almost eight years. 
His parents only called it in to prevent 
him from suing the family business for 
a buyout, according to Rob’s affidavit. 

He lost that lawsuit, but initiated another 
revealing court war. Rob accused his father 
of overcharging tenants, maintaining his 
broker license by having others mark 
his attendance in continuing real estate 
classes, and misclassifying employees as 
independent contractors. 

Rob couldn’t stomach these “unethi¬ 
cal” practices, according to his affidavit. 
“I wanted to be able to make decisions 
for myself and manage my own business, 
instead of having to accept decisions that 
I disagreed with.” 

Meanwhile, a whistleblower leaked con¬ 
fidential company information to Madi¬ 
son Equities’ tenants. According to court 
records, emails addressed from “union- 
jobsmatter” accused Crockarell of cutting 
building costs by firing union cleaners, yet 
failing to adjust tenants’ leases in kind, 
allowing him to pocket millions. Crockarell 
insisted the allegations were false. 

Another dispute arose between Crock¬ 
arell and restauranteurs Joe Kasel and 
Kevin Geisen, who owned Eagle Street 
Grille and Fitzgerald’s, formerly known 
as Salt Cellar. Born and bred in St. Paul 
to big Catholic families, they were well- 
known small-business owners. 
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In 2015, a limited liability company 
registered to Crockarell’s wife extended 
a $2.4 million loan for Kasel and Geisen 
to build a third restaurant, Ox Cart Ale 
House, inside Madison Equities’ Stadium 
Ramp building in Lowertown. It would 
offer casual American fare with a rooftop 
bar overlooking CHS Field. 

A year later, the landlord took Kasel 
and Geisen to court, accusing them of 
dodging rent. The restauranteurs cried 
foul. Crockarell had told them not to worry 
about rent while Ox Cart closed that win¬ 
ter to restructure, they argued in court. 

The company didn’t dispute this. Rather, 
its lawyer argued the men shouldn’t have 
relied on alleged oral agreements when 
their written contract clearly entitled 
the company to collect all $2.4 million 
of its loan, plus back rent, in the event 
of a default. 

Ultimately, Madison Equities’ hospital¬ 
ity group swallowed Kasel and Geisen’s 
three restaurants. 

These cases didn’t go to trial, and didn’t 
have findings of fact to parse Madison 
Equities’ treatment of tenants. Still, the 
episode left St. Paul’s broker community 
leery of Madison Equities’ tactics. 

‘We’re an ethical company,” Crockarell 
says. ‘We follow all the rules and regula¬ 
tions, we pay all our bills, and I think most 
people in St. Paul respect us as being a 
very credible company.” 

As one of Ramsey County’s biggest 
taxpayers, Madison Equities employs 
400 people and provides downtown St. 
Paul with assorted dining and entertain¬ 
ment, Crockarell says. He challenges his 
detractors to show they’ve done the same.

Conscious capitalism 


W hen Chamber of Com¬ 
merce President B Kyle 
considers the spate of bold 
new developments on St. 
Paul’s horizon, all signs point to a glori¬ 
ous renaissance. 

Los Angeles developer AECOM has 
proposed four skyline-transforming river¬ 
front towers including more than a million 
square feet of office space. Kraus-Anderson 
wants to consolidate St. Paul’s scattered 
state agencies on a new government cam¬ 
pus resurrected from the bones of an old 
Sears store near the Capitol. Minneapolis’ 
Ryan Companies is building an ambitious 
complex of office, retail, and housing on 
more than 120 acres in Highland Park 
where Ford once manufactured trucks. 

The problem with St. Paul has more 
to do with “narrative” than fact, Kyle 
claims, encouraging brokers to recognize 
the city’s chronic underdevelopment as 
an opportunity. 

Though she cannot say who these devel¬ 
opers are or when they might reveal their 


plans, Kyle promises a slew of investors 
are St. Paul-bound. 

“The economy is still good and continu¬ 
ing to grow,” Kyle says. “I’m not even 
being Pollyanna. That’s really good news 
for what’s going on in St. Paul.” 

Still, brokers have doubts. New develop¬ 
ment poses new challenges. State agencies 
currently renting downtown may vacate for 
the Sears site. They wonder how AECOM 
will fill a 40-story tower with the business 
muscle to justify construction costs. Ryan 
has asked St. Paul for $107 million in tax 
subsidies, suggesting development of one 
of the Midwest’s most desirable parcels 
wouldn’t be possible but for financial aid. 

Some suggest St. Paul’s landlords could 
make tangible improvements by hiring 
professional security, keeping grounds 
swept, and their skyways properly cooled 
in summer, heated in winter. 

Without naming names, most landlords 
don’t manage their properties well, says 
Mike Salmen of real estate firm Tran- 
swestem, who believes downtown St. Paul 
already has all the qualities it needs to 
attract tenants, but lacks building owners 
willing to open their wallets. 

“For a long time—and it’s probably true 
today—if s an exception to the rule if you’re 
investing heavily in your building ame¬ 
nities and common areas,” he says. “To 
the extent that buildings in downtown 
St. Paul start to do that, they’ll start to 
see occupancy rates increase, they’ll see 
rental rates increase.” 

When brokers talk about admirable 
developers practicing faith in St. Paul, 
certain names recur. There’s Pat Wolf, 
who reinvented the former Woolworth’s 
store as a verdant co-working space charg¬ 
ing market-defying rents. They also cite 
Rich Pakonen of the inspired Osborn370. 

The tower used to house Ecolab’s head¬ 
quarters, built for a single occupant in 
1968. Its floor plates are small, a seem¬ 
ingly insurmountable obstacle typical of 
downtown St. Paul. 

Pakonen is a housing developer. Partners 
Clint Blaiser, Tanya Bell, Schafer Rich¬ 
ardson, Scott Burns, and John Bergstrom 
are all successful entrepreneurs ofvar 3 dng 
real estate experience. Their St. Paul roots 
run deep. 0sborn370 was conceived from 
the h 5 q)othesis that, despite Minneapolis’ 
long shadow, St. Paul can supply what 
the business world demands. 

Using 100 percent union labor, the 
consortium took the building apart and 
put it back together. Today, the floors 
feel spacious. The views are panoramic. 
A common lounge flaunts all the posh 
hallmarks of a creative corporate environ¬ 
ment to which ping-pong-playing young 
upstarts invariably gravitate. 

To underscore the unsubtle ideology 
of the building, the ground floor coffee 
shop is a Beaningful—a job-training 
enterprise of the West Side nonprofit 
Neighborhood House, which has been 
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assisting immigrants and refugees since 
the 19th century. 

Capitalism and social good needn’t be 
mutually exclusive concepts, Pakonen 
insists. 

One of his first tenants was Blake Bris¬ 
tow of Reeher, a data startup that helps 
universities fundraise. Boasting 30 per¬ 
cent annual growth and a metastasizing 
workforce, he scoured the Twin Cities 
for a headquarters. 

Most tech workers may be based in 
Minneapolis, but Reeher’s new hires are 
typically graduates of St. Thomas Univer¬ 
sity and the University of Wisconsin-Eau 
Claire—the east metro’s college pipeline. 
So Bristow chose Osborn370, where he 
could carve out a niche. 

“We saw how these guys were trying 
to bring ‘why’ to the table, create a pow¬ 
erhouse of tech in St. Paul, which was 
our vision,” he says. “We wanted to get 
around that.” 

In St. Paul, likability plays an inextricable 
role in business, says Ted Davis, a com-

munications consultant who promoted 
Osborn370. 

“If all you’re doing is looking for the 
lowest price, you’ll put up with a lot of 
things,” he says. “If you’re looking for 
quality, if you’re looking for what you 
want to tie yourself to, a good reputation, 
you’ll do other things.”

T o overhaul old prejudices about the 
city, St. Paul’s Downtown Alliance 
has been studying the feasibility of 
launchingabusiness improvement 
district mirroring that of Minneapolis—a 
private-sector lift to keep the streets safe. 


clean, and green. This summer, it booked a 
fleet of art and music exhibitions to “surprise 
and delight” key intersections. 

“When we look at other cities across 
the country, we see that literally every city 
larger than St. Paul has an improvement 
district in their downtown,” says Alliance 
president Joe Spencer. Board members 
include some of St. Paul’s most prominent 
CEOs. The game plan involves deploying 
them to spread the gospel. 

Yet permanent programming would 
require buy-in from a majority of down¬ 
town building owners, per state law. Jim 
Crockarell believes “the jury’s still out” 
as to whether he’ll participate. 

“We’re tr 5 dngto educate him,” says Jim 
Stolpestad of Exeter Group, who advocates 
an improvement district with or without 
St. Paul’s biggest landlord because “clearly 
something should be done.” Minneapolis 
may have a united Downtown Improve¬ 
ment District, but there are other examples 
ofgerr 3 miandered districts, he says. “We 
could draw the boundaries around him.” 

Last month, more than a year after 
Crockarell and rival developer John Man- 
nillo began sparring over the 375 N. Robert 
St. plaza, the matter finally came before 
the city’s Housing and Redevelopment 
committee for a vote. By then, Crockarell 
had submitted a new bid for $32,500, and 
city staff wanted to accept it. They just 
couldn’t envision the food truck court of 
Mannillo’s dreams. 

Mannillo claimed the city denied him 
the opportunity to bid higher, and ignored 
his proposal offering Madison Equities 
the option of leasing the land. 

Property manager Rick Rossie spoke 
for Madison Equities. The company didn’t 
realize the parcel’s worth when it made 
its initial offer of $2,500, he claimed. 
Regardless, Madison Equities had since 
become the higher bidder with the better 
proposal to create a patio for a long-vacant 
restaurant space. 

Council member Jane Prince, who 
represents the East Side, asked Rossie 
to take a message home: 

“We would love to see you being more 
responsive to the needs of our city in terms 
of quality and property management,” she 
said pointedly. “I want the city to be more 
intentional about looking for buyers on 
property that we own, and I want to do 
business with entities that are invested 
in the health and vitality of downtown.” 

Yet Rebecca Noecker, the council mem¬ 
ber who represents downtown, backed the 
sale to Madison Equities. The committee 
followed suit, requesting the company 
commit to the city’s interests—including 
preserving public access to the sk 5 Avay—in 
writing before finalizing a deal. 

Afterward, Mannillo lingered in the 
hall with his hands stuffed in his pockets, 
wearing a bemused smile. 

“At least I made the city $30,000,” he 
said with a sigh. 03 
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so LONG, STICKS! 

The Fair Foods They Are a-Changin’ 



THE MINNESOTA STATE FAIR

onsider the Pronto Pup. Back 
in 1947, it was the very first 
food on a stick at the Minne¬ 
sota State Fair, a novelty with 
immediate, obvious appeal: 
functionality and unpretentious goofiness. 
Stuff-on-sticks soon became the defining, 
enduring culinary stunt of the fair, from 
spaghetti-on-a-stick to wine-glazed deep- 
fried meatloaf-on-a-stick—which was a 
real thing in 2013. 

Today there are more than 80 foods-on- 
sticks at the fair, according to Nikki Hines, 
the fair’s Attractions and Food Concessions 
supervisor. They’re still selling well. They’re 
reliable standbys. And yet, when it comes 
to the list of new foods, they’re remarkably 
absent. Last year, there were just three, 
including charcuterie-on-a-stick and an 
impaled-fruit concoction called sangria- 
on-a-stick, neither of which earn points 
for ingenuity or technical difficulty. Among 
this year’s debutantes, the stick-count is 
down to two. 

But if the gimmick of skewered food has 
run its course, a different trend has been 
building over the last several years, as both 
the fair and fair-goers have embraced a more 
global menu. This year, that includes stuffed 
cabbage rolls, Turkish pizza, Cuban fusion 
fajitas, a carnitas taco cone, and Nordic 
waffles al pastor. If you’re feeling generous 
with the “global” label, you might also count 
the Cheesy Sriracha Funnel Cake Bites. 

I’m here for all of it. Yeah, some of them 
seem to have been dreamed up by abored (or 
drunk) line cook playing culinary Mad Libs. 
The/re no one’s definition of authentic or 
traditional. But such absurdity and spectacle 
is the glory of the State Fair—what with 
its butterheads and mega-pumpkins and 
llama costume contest. Moreover, cultural 
mash-ups are a hell of a lot more intriguing 
than yet another stick-concoction, whose 
only real trick is not falling to the ground. 

The fair’s media relations department 
has records of its press releases for new 
foods only back to 2012, but even within 
that window, you can see the evolution of 
how and what we eat. There have been 
plenty of variations on the Pronto Pup, but 
much of the buzz has been about things 
like beef tongue caramelos, lamb testicles, 
camel burger sliders, Persian Kabob Koo- 
bideh, chilaquiles, pierogis, and cultural 
mash-ups like kimchi-and-curry poutine 
and (a personal favorite) the Carpe Diem, 
a fish-shaped buttermilk miso waffle cone 
filled with balsamic-roasted strawberry 
compote and vanilla ice cream. 


A few broader cultural shifts are at play 
here. Harris points to the rise of food trucks 
and food-centered television shows. ‘We 
and our vendors are keeping tabs on what 
the next generation of foodies are request¬ 
ing,” she said in an email. There’s also the 
social-media h 5 q)e machine, with its thirst 
for listicles and OMG WHAT IS THIS share¬ 
able content. You want to stand out at the 
fair? Best make it memorable. 

Perhaps most important, though, is 
the change in vendors. Many of the most 
attention-grabbing and delicious dishes 
have come from stands that are themselves 
relative newcomers. There are only a hand¬ 
ful of openings for new food vendors each 
year—only five in 2018, and seven this year, 
chosen from about 500 applicants. 

Ever since the Midtown Global Market 
got its fair stand in 2008, occupied by a 
rotating roster of the Minneapolis land¬ 


mark’s own tenants, it’s been a reliable 
source of intriguing new foods. The Carpe 
Diem, for example, was the work of the late, 
great Rabbit Hole, while Hot Indian also 
had a run of inspired fare like Tikka-on-a- 
Stikka and Paneer-on-a-Spear, provingthat 
sticks still have their place. Global Market 
stalwarts Holy Land and Manny’s Tortas 
each have their own spots elsewhere on 
the fairgrounds, with plenty of intriguing 
offerings over the years—somewhere on 
the internet, there’s a photo of your author 
wearing a paper pig-ear hat from the Swine 
Barn and drinking one of Manny’s virgin 
pina coladas, which are served in a pine¬ 
apple and demand a photo or 10. 

The globalization of State Fair food is 
also, undeniably, an indication of how 
the Great Minnesota Get-Together has 
changed over the years, much like the 
state itself. The fair is hardly some perfect. 


harmonious microcosm representing the 
state, but it’s about as close as you’ll find in 
one specific location. Plenty of old-school 
features endure—the blue-ribbon quilts 
and the 4-H kids grooming Holsteins and 
the whirling terrors at the Midway—but 
the place and people and cultures evolve 
together. 

That’s all good. It’s great. 

This past June, the New York Times 
ran a dispatch from St. Cloud about the 
city’s growing Somali community and the 
anti-immigrant blowhards trying to run 
them out of town because of some racist 
“white replacement” conspiracy nonsense. 
It was infuriating for many reasons, start¬ 
ing with the hostility directed at refugees 
who are just tr 3 dng to live their damn lives, 
but also because it highlighted a narrow, 
utterly wrong view of history and who 
Minnesotans are, collectively. The Lake 
Wobegon caricature—white, Lutheran, 
small-town—was never an accurate repre¬ 
sentation of us, but it’s become even more 
cringingly archaic over the past few decades, 
as Somali, Southeast Asian, and Latinx 
immigrant communities (among others) 
have grown and made their mark across 
the state—including the State Fair. We’re 
long overdue for a more expansive defini¬ 
tion of what it means to be Minnesotan. 

Back at the fair, two years ago, there was 
a brief public outcry when news broke that 
the Original Deep-Fried Cheese Curd stand 
was closing after 42 years of operation. 
The owners were retiring, due to health 
concerns, and wanted to pass it on to their 
son, but fair policy prohibited transfer of 
ownership. “We generally appreciate the 
longevity of the prior operator,” the fair’s 
deputy general manager told RARE 11 at 
the time, “but we want to look in a new 
direction if that opportunity presents itself 
There will still be plenty of cheese curds 
on the fairgrounds.” 

That’s the right attitude, particularly 
given the low turnover of food stands. Let 
the fair change, let newcomers have their 
say. Every square inch of the fairgrounds 
is embedded with meaning for thousands 
of people. It’s good to have familiar clas¬ 
sics that never go away. The Pronto Pup 
is still around, all over the place. But it’s 
also okay for folks to get nudged out of 
their comfort zones, to try new fiavors 
beyond variations of stuff on a stick. Let 
new classics prove themselves, let new 
vendors try their hands at being part of the 
spectacle, and let new audiences experi¬ 
ence the delirium of a long, satisfying day 
at the fair, snacks in hand throughout. 03

The Lion King remake isn’t all Hakuna Matata

tockholm Syndrome has given 
way to mandatory software 
updates in the Disney marketing 
department. 

Moviegoers old enough to 
have seen the original Lion King in the¬ 
aters will remember Disney’s strategy for 
squeezing a few extra dollars from their 
existing IP: They’d take the VHS tapes 
of their classic animated films off shelves 
for years at a time, then rerelease them 
as a special ‘limited edition.” 

Essentially, every few years Disney 
would send ransom notes to its fans. 
“Pony up now if you ever want to see the 
Little Mermaid and Dumbo again.” The 
semi-Orwellian term for this double-plus 
devious marketing concept was “The 
Disney Vault,” and the artificial scarcity 
helped inflate the value of shit they’d 
had lying around the Magic Kingdom 
for years. 


That won’t fly in the era of streaming 
and illegal downloading, when soon the 
new Disney+ service will render the entire 
library instantly accessible for a monthly 
fee. Now the Mouse House is taking a page 
from the Apple playbook: keep retrofitting 
the same tech so the last incarnation looks 
obsolete. Startingwith2016’s The Jungle 
Book, Disney began updating (or “updat¬ 
ing”) classics with some combination of 
state-of-the-art digital animation and live- 
action. Beauty and the Beast returned in 
2017, next year will bring Mu/an, and this 
summer alone has featured two 2.0s—last 
month’s Will Smith-fronted A/addzn and 
now The Lion King. 

Director Jon Favreau applies his Jungle 
flook technique to one of Disney’s all-time 
great original works. He hews closely 
to the familiar story of Simba, the cocky 
lion cub who loses his princeling status 
when nefarious uncle Scar collaborates 
with some hyenas to kill Simba’s father. 


With the help of new friends, a long 
journey, and a few peppy Elton John 
numbers, Simba learns to understand 
the responsibility bestowed upon him 
by his father and reclaim his rightful 
reign of the pride. 

Moments in the movie feel fresh. A 
plot about an egomaniacal leader who 
colludes with a hostile foreign power to 
seize control, decimating the environment 
and projecting all his sins on his political 
opponents is... let’s call it evergreen. And 
the voice casting is sensational, smartly 
bringing back James Earl Jones for his 
iconic performance as Mufasa alongside 
Chiwetel Ejiofor, Alfre Woodard, Donald 
Glover, and Keegan-Michael Key. It’s a big 
step up from the days when the African 
savannah was colonized by the likes of 
Matthew Broderick and Jonathan Taylor 
Thomas. Strangely, bereft of her power¬ 
ful physical presence, Beyonce manages 
to fade into the background in the role

of lioness Nala—even with a brand-new 
tune. Still, an overall improvement. 

And the animation is gorgeous, an 
incredible technical feat. But is the prob¬ 
lem with the original that it doesn’t look 
realistic? The art of cartooning is not a 
steady progression toward photorealism. 
Why not also update Van Gough’s Starry 
Night with a shot taken by the Hubble 
telescope? The computer effects here per¬ 
fectly capture beads of rainwater glistening 
in Simba’s mane, but that realism fails to 
capture the emotional expressiveness of 
the hand-drawn original and becomes 
discordant when he later breaks into song. 

The only real value added here is to 
Disney’s bottom line. Not even John 
Dillinger could so thoroughly ransack 
a vault. [Q

Walking Shadow’s puzzle/play is pretty cool

lame the Adepts of the Peacock 
Something has gone terribly 
wrong in the magical world 
of Walking Shadow Theatre 
Company’s Cabal. It’s a little 
unclear exactly what, but it seems that the 
members of a certain sect have dabbled 
with powers they should have left alone, 
and now it’s your problem. 

Yes, yours. Cabal comes billed as “a play 
with puzzles,” now open for an indefinite 
run in a custom-designed space at the 
northeast Minneapolis arts complex that’s 
been home to the Haunted Basement for 
the past two years. (This year, the Haunted 
Basement is heading to Rosedale.) You stay 
above ground for Cabal, but that doesn’t 
mean you won’t do any digging in the dirt. 

Walking Shadow, known for its strong 
productions of conventional plays at ven¬ 
ues across the Twin Cities, has previously 
crafted two of these interactive entertain¬ 
ments, starting with a popular show at the 
2006 Fringe Festival. As a press release 
proudly notes, that long preceded the 
current puzzle-room boom, so project 


lead David Pisa can justifiably consider 
himself an old hand at this. 

As outdoor thermometers topped 90 
degrees on Sunday afternoon, the pros¬ 
pect of retreating into an ostensibly fire- 
lit (but actually air-conditioned) study 
seemed incredibly appealing, whatever 
dark secrets might lurk therein. Ten ini¬ 
tiates gladly grasped a staff and swore 
allegiance to the Order of the White Stag, 
not to be confused with the imbibers of 
the White Claw so often active on Lake 
Minnetonka. 

Cabal is not just a puzzle room but a 
series of puzzle rooms, and successes 
unlock gateways to previously unseen 
environments. Each striking space was 
created by Pisa with dozens of collabora¬ 
tors, including a lighting designer (Megan 
Reilly), a sound designer (Isabel Patt), 
and specialists like Sam Boswell (“white 
stag skull artisan”) and Whittney Streeter 
(“gramophone modification”). 

Playwright John Heimbuch wrote the 
script, based on a story conceived with 
Pisa, and directed the two characters who 
initiates meet along their journey. On

Sunday, actors Tara Borman and Jamie 
Case brought complete commitment to 
their roles as White Stag believers who 
guide initiates (that would be you) on a 
quest to learn the secrets of their cabal. 

From a dramatic standpoint, the chal¬ 
lenge with a project like this is to keep 
an audience invested in a story when 
concrete tasks keep, as it were, breaking 
the spell. While you’re watching a bunch 
of latter-day Minnesotans in sport shorts 
run around a room sorting runes, it’s easy 
to forget about the missing mage, and it 
can even be hard to keep a straight face 
when the ultra-sincere actors treat the 
whole situation as a matter of life or death. 

Still, Walking Shadow brings Renais¬ 
sance Fair fiair to the 90-minute show, 
transporting you through a series of sur¬ 
prises and even tossing a little other¬ 
dimensional therapy into the mix as well. 
Cabal is a cool experience, and not just 
literally. 03

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CAN’T SAY HE 
AIN’T COUNTRY 

Eight years ago, Brett Tyler left Minnesota 
for Nashville. Now he writes hits for 
country music’s biggest stars.

rett Tyler spent his childhood 
listening to grunge and ska 
in suburban Minnesota, but 
he’d often visit his rural fam¬ 
ily deep in the north woods in 
Thief River Falls. Tyler recalls driving in 
his grandpa’s truck as a little kid, bounc¬ 
ing down gravel roads listening to country 
music. 

‘Who is this singing?” Tyler asked one 
day, incredulous. Grandpa responded, “This 
is Alan Jackson, he’s a country singer.” The 
young Tyler crossed his arms. “Grandpa, 
I don’t think I’ll ever like Alan Jackson.” 

He was wrong. 

Brett Tyler now spends his days in his 
small recording studio in Nashville writ¬ 
ing songs with some of the biggest stars in 
country music: Maren Morris, Blake Shel¬ 
ton, Tim McGraw, Morgan Wallen, Dustin 
Lynch, Chris Young, Jimmie Allen. He just 
wrote the summer banger W’all Boys” for 
Florida Georgia Line. And Alan Jackson has 
become one of his favorite artists. 

So how did a kid from Wayzata end up in 
the South writing about pickup trucks and 
cheap beer? As a teenager Tyler picked up 
the acoustic guitar, and after high school 
he moved to Brainerd, where he started 
playing small-town bars, churches, and 
summer camps. He spent his afternoons 
fishing on the lake and driving along gravel 
roads through the pines. These years helped 
him understand and finally fall in love with 
country music. 

“There’s just something that feels like 
home to me that I can’t explain,” Tyler 
says, “Country music brought me back to 
the feeling of spending time up north with 
my family, and showed me the beauty of 
simple things and a simple life.” 

Tyler spent most of his 20s in northeast 
Minneapolis playing heartfelt alt-country 
songs in the style of his heroes the J ayhawks 
and the Wallfiowers. He became a fixture 
at the 331 Club and took jobs as back-up 
guitarist and D J. 

“I loved playing shows in Minneapolis, 
but I felt like there was always gonna be a 
better singer, abetter performer, and I really 
enjoyed the process of writing and creating 
the music away from the spotlight,” Tyler 
says. At 26, he was still working at Starbucks 
to pay his health insurance and rent. 

Then he met a few musicians returning 
from a songwriting trip to pitch pop-coun¬ 
try songs to big record labels in Nashville. 
It was a revelation. “I knew there were 
people who had jobs being songwriters, 
but I didn’t know it was something a kid 


from Minnesota could do as a potential 
profession,” Tyler says. 

He decided to try his luck and joined 
his friends on their next road trip. After 
one week he was convinced Nashville was 
where he needed to be. In September 2011, 
he packed his rusted-out Chevy Blazer and 
secured a job at a Nashville Starbucks. 

“The first summer I was down there I 
was more broke than I have ever been. I 
was writing songs every day of the week 
and working 30 to 40 hours every weekend 
at Starbucks,” he says. “Nashville folks have 
a similar Minnesota Nice way of greeting 
people, where you never really know if they 


mean it or not. There is a joke in Nashville 
among songwriters: They say. We should 
write.’ Because it’s what people say when 
you are too green to realize it’s frowned 
upon to walk up to a total stranger and ask 
to write music with them.” 

Tyler spent months trying to make con¬ 
nections, and he played “writers rounds,” 
intimate showcases where songwriters per¬ 
form original songs. “In Nashville, there’s 
always a chance that publishers and major 
record label executives will show up and 
hear something they liked. Nashville has a 
very network-heavy culture, so it’s impor¬ 
tant to go places, and be seen.” 


Tyler frequented one small bar because its 
menu offered a Minnesota-style Juicy Lucy, 
and that’s where his bigbreak came. “I was 
singing a bunch of songs I had written and 
a music publisher from a reputable com¬ 
pany called Combustion Music, a partner 
of Warner Chappell Music, said he liked 
my songs and wanted to talk about being 
one of their next writers.” In May 2013, two 
years after he moved to Nashville, Tyler 
signed to his first publishing deal. 

There was a steep learning curve after he 
got signed. ‘When I was writing alt-country 
Americana, I was more focused on the feel 
of the music and not pa 5 dng as much atten¬ 
tion to the lyrical side of things,” Tyler says. 
“Going into pop-country I realized abstract 
l 5 n:*ics don’t fiy. I still love writing songs 
that are personal and musically fulfilling, 
but there is something challenging and 
fun about writing songs for the country 
music listener. When I started writing those 
songs, I’d focus on the guy or girl who’s in 
the front row at the concert. The one who 
wants to forget about the long work week 
they had, drink a beer, and sing along with 
something easy and fun. It’s harder to do 
than you’d expect.” 

Tyler spent long days in the studio work¬ 
ing with well-established songwriters, and 
occasionally had the chance to write with 
some of the non-country artists he’d grown 
up listening to. “I had one write with the 
band Lit and I got an afternoon with Zac 
Hanson from the Hanson brothers,” he says. 
He also wrote with Gavin DeCraw, Nelly 
Furtado, and A.J. McLean of the Backstreet 
Boys. “Nashville is a fun town because you 
honestly never know who you might end 
up meeting or writing with.” 

But Tyler’s career really took off when 
he met a young songwriter named Maren 
Morris. “Maren came to town to be a 
songwriter, not an artist,” he says. “We 
started writing a lot of songs together and 
there was something magical about the 
dynamic we had. She was never afraid to 
chase my crazy ideas, and we loved a lot 
of the same music. I knew she was really 
good. I didn’t know she would blow up 
and win a Grammy.” 

In 2015, the co-written songs they’d 
uploaded to Soundcloud helped land Morris 
a record deal. “The two songs I have on her 
first record. Hero—‘SugaF and ‘Space’—are 
the last two songs we had written together. 
I learned from Maren to show up to every 
write that’s on my calendar. You never know 
what’s gonna happen.” 

Tyler stresses to aspiring songwriters 
that it’s hard to break into the business 
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Locally made, Independent short film and animation screened 
between sets performed by some of Minnesota's best musical acts.

Deep Cueks 

I’m a nice Midwestern guy—why am I 
so turned on by cuckolding fantasies? 


am a hi, white, married man—35years 
old and living in a big Midwestern 
city, rd like to know what’s going on 
in my psyche—from 
a sex-research per¬ 
spective. I’ve been hungup 
on cuckold fantasies with 
myfemalepartner for years 
now. I’m a creative person 
and I’m especially fond of 
creativefantasizingin bed, 
and my partner enjoys this 
as well. But 9 times out of 
10, I’m spinning a yarn 
about her fucking other 
men, whether it’s a three¬ 
some, cuckolding with me 
watching, or her going out 
on dates and cominghome 
a delicious mess. These fantasies took an 
unexpected turn when I asked her to share 
stories about people she fucked in the past. 
She obliged—and holy shit, was I turned on. 
The only unfortunate thing is that she did 
not have many great sexual experiences in 
the past, so she feels like there is not a lot to 
share.Anyway, we have an amazing sex life, 
obviously, and I feel no shame whatsoever 
about these fantasies or how turned on her 
memories make us. I’m just curious as to why 
it turns me on so much. I know others have 
similar kinks, but it seems so antithetical to 
the heteronormative expectations of what I 
should be turned on by. Any ideas? 

FANTASIES RELIABLY ENHANCE 
EVERY DALLIANCE 

"‘Why am I like this?’ questions are always 
rabbit holes,” said Dr. David Ley, a clinical 
psychologist, author, and sex researcher. 
‘We create rich, satisfying stories that are 
reallyjust aform of mental masturbation—no 
bust on masturbation—when the truth is, at 
least at this point, we really have no clear 
idea why people have any of the unique 
sexual fantasies they do.” (Dr. Ley literally 
wrote the book on cuckolding: Insatiable 
Wives: Women Who Stray and the Men 
Who Love Them.) 

One popular explanation for why being 
cuckolded mighttum aman on—why know- 
inghis wife or girlfnend had fucked someone 
else (or was fucking someone else in front of 
him) might turn a guy on—was the “sperm 
competition” theory. To summarize: A man 
who suspects his female partner recently 
had sex with another male—and whose 
reptile brain believes the other man’s semen 
might be “present” inside her—will have 


a more powerful and voluminous orgasm 
when he next mates with his female partner 
in an effort to “flood out” his competitor’s 
semen. For a time, many 
sex researchers theorized 
that male swingers and 
cuckolds were subcon¬ 
sciously inducing “sperm 
competition” reactions— 
i.e., they were in it for the 
more powerful orgasms. 

“Unfortunately, much 
of the research into sperm 
competition is now sus¬ 
pect, due to a failure to 
replicate many of these 
findings,” said Dr. Ley. 
“So to a degree, we’re 
now saying, ‘You know, 
it’s complicated, everyone is different, and 
there are no simple answers.’” 

And now that we’ve said that, FREED, 
Dr. Ley, who has worked with many cuck¬ 
old couples, has noticed patterns, and he’s 
willing to put out some theories of his own. 

“Many cuckolds have a desire to engage 
bisexually with other men, usingtheir wife’s 
body as a sort of proxy,” said Dr. Ley. “These 
fantasies might be a way for him to express 
his bisexuality while including his wife. 
Also, vicarious erotic fulfillment is often 
a central component in cuckold fantasies. 
This goes beyond simple voyeurism—and 
FREED’S comment about his wife’s regret 
at not having enough sexual experiences to 
share offers us a clue in this direction. Many 
cuckolds celebrate their partners being 
sexually unrestrained. FREED might just 
be turned on by the idea of his wife cutting 
loose and sharingthat supercharged erotic 
energy with other partners.” 

Finally, FREED, I wanted to add a “ding, 
ding, ding” to something you mentioned 
at the end of your letter. The erotic power 
of doing something that seems antitheti¬ 
cal to the expectations heaped on us by 
culture, religion, family, etc. should never 
be underestimated. While not everyone is 
turned on by the thought of transgressing 
against sexual or social norms, a significant 
percentage is. So long as our transgressive 
tum-ons can be realized with other consent¬ 
ing adults, we should worry less about the 
“why” and more about the “when,” “where,” 
and “how.” (Now, in private, and safely!)
